AFTER FROM WOOD FIBER.

A New and Important Industry That Has 
Proved Successful in France^The Pro¬ 
cess Soon to be Put Into Operation In 
This Couuiry, 

Artificial silk making in this coup- 
tr > during the year 18tf7 is. apparent* 
ly, an assured fact. Already in France 
ur.d England the process Is being tried 
With success. For years, however, 
what Is now an accomplished fact was 
looked upon as tne modern Inventors' 
philosopher's stone. Scientists by the 
hundred spent fruitless years In re- 
suliitSfl eiiorts to the manufacture of 
wood silk. At last, where so many 
other and greater men had failed, 
Count Hi Hare de Chardonnet discover¬ 
ed the secret. The story of M. de 
Chardonnet's invention Is almost a 
romance. The worthy count, bom In 
the silk-growing districts of the Rhone, 
became a graduate of the Parisian 
eeole polytecnique. and eventually a 
knight of the Legion of Honor. This 
accomplished, he retired on his laurels 
to hla native Lyonnais, where he spent 
many days In philosophical medita¬ 
tions. Un a certain sultry afternoon, 
while sitting In his park and carelessly 
munching a strip of bark from one of 
the trees he noticed the fibrous char¬ 
acter of the scrap of white rind. From 
this u rapid train of thought brought 
him to the crude idea of the subse¬ 
quent great Invention. Thereafter the 
count shook off his habits of sloth, 
abandoned his woodland siestas, and 
devoted his life to the procuring of 
silk from wood. Obstacles In shoals 
barred his way, but the count was a 
man of courage and perseverance. 
After years of labor he succeeded In 
perfecting an Invention which Is real¬ 
ly a mechanical and chemical marvel. 

The product of M. de Chardonnet's 
machinery is pronounced by the ex¬ 
perts to be "a beautiful allk. equaling ( 
In brilliancy, fineness and softness of 
texture that of the silkworm." In 1891 
the count founded a company to work 
hie scheme, and already the enterprise / 
has proved a commercial success, i 
Great opposition naturally came from t 
the millions of silkworm cultivators I 
in central France, who viewed ths new - 
Invention much as the hand-loom spinal 
ners of England looked upon tbe spin¬ 
ning Jenny. But tbe silkMjuyers were 
In Chardonnet's favor. For centuries 
they had been dependent upon the 
grub end Its state of health, generally 
peroatious. for their silk crop. Now, _

England followed France’s lead and 
now Benjamin Folsom, formerly 
United State* consul at Sheffield, has 
secured the letters patent for this 
country, and announces the approach¬ 
ing: birth of a company to set the new 
Industry going here. The works will 
probably be located at Niagara Falls. 

It would seem as though. If there 
was one thing beyond another which 
it would be impossible to produce from 
wood, that thing would be the lus¬ 
trous and shimmering fabric known as 
silk. And yet It is claimed that In 
this field man’s art can surpass na¬ 
ture, and that he can produce silk 
which is brighter, cheaper and more 
enduring than that spun from the co¬ 
coon. 

The process by which wood Ts con¬ 
verted Into silk fiber is a very Interest¬ 
ing one. A number of different kinds 
of wood may be used, white pine and 
spruce being best adapted to the pro¬ 
pose, but It Is also said ihut the cot¬ 
tonwood. so common in the middle 
west. will make excellent “silk. The 
wood is first ground to a pulp In the 
usual manner, and ihe pulp is macerat¬ 
ed In a solution of nitric and sulphuric 
acid. The acids are then squeezed 
out, and the pulp Is Immersed In vats 
of water,where It is left until thorough¬ 
ly cleansed. After the water Is drawn 
off and the mass has partially dried. It 
Is put Into a huge revolving cylinder 
containing alcohol and ether, and Is 
left to the Influence of these sub¬ 
stances for some hours. From here It 
Is passed through a filter, and comes 
out as a sort of heavy gum which 
closely resembles collodion. 

It Is from this gum-like substance 
that the silk Is directly produced, and 
the spinning process which comes next 
is perhaps the most Interesting of all, 
because In It the silk worm has been 
closely copied. The gum or collodion 
is forced Into pipes which run along 
beside the spinning machines. From 
these pipes are suspended a number 
of small glass tubes, the apertures in 
which are not more than a half or a 
quarter as large as that la the tube 
• & ordinary house thermometer, 
j The pneumatic pressure forces the 
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Fthniouiuid Hubstuncc Into these gluss 
tubes, which are the artificial substi¬ 
tute (or the silk worm. The spinner 
touches her finger to the opening of the 
glass tubes, the substances adheres to 
It. and she draws out a filament as 
fine as that which Is spun by the silk 
worm. Contact with the air hardens 
the lllamcnts at v onco, and they are 
guided directly Into the bobbin and 
spun off In the same manner as the 
natural product. It takes from six to 
ten of the small filaments, according 
to theli; fineness, to make a single 
strand of silk fibre. This is done by 
simply guiding thy necessary number 
of filaments to the same bobbin, and 
then pressing them together at a point 
between the tubes and the bobbin. Not 
only do the strands adhere at that 
point, but they continue to Join there 
as the reel moves on. The thread Is 
kept of uniform thickness by the 
openings In the glass tubes, which are 
all of one size. 

As the thread Js reeled off from the 
glass tubes, it Is of a light straw color 
and looks exactly as silk fiber does at 
this stage of Its manufacture. But 
there are certain peculiarities about 
this wood-pulp silk which require still 
further processes before It Is finished. 
In the first place, the fiber Is rendered 
very Inflammable by -the chemical 
changes It has undergone and must be 
denitrified before it can bo safely 
handled. Then comes the final and 
important process of Imparting the 
luster, which is done by Jroning. The 
thread Is i>asscd over revolving rollers, 
which stretch and iron It In much the 
seme way that the big machines In a 
I steam laundry iron your collars and 
• cuffs. The artificial silk takes on the 
j colors of the dye as easily and brll- 
i llantly as the natural kind, and If a 
| bundle of the artificial fiber Is placed 
, beside the product of the silkworm It 
is Impossible to distinguish one from 
the other. When woven Into fabrics, it 
Is. of course, equally Impossible to tell 
the difference. Artificial 8,,k Imported 
from England has already been sold In 
this country, but whether it Is equal to 
j the natural product Is a question on 

j which silk dealers seem to be divid¬ 
ed. The advecates of the new In¬ 
dustry Insist, however, that If there is 
ary advantage In the matter of appear¬ 
ance and durability It rests with the 
artificial silk. 

Mr. Folsom says that the new fabric 
will undoubtedly rob the silkworm of 
its Importance as an industry! agent, 
b; cause of the greater durability and 
brilliancy of the artificial silk, and 
especla'ly because of Us greater cheap- 
mss. The wood fiber silk, he avers, 
can be profitably produced at II per 
pound, which is about one-third the 
price of the other kind.

ItootT’riiulirg In Tree riiiuliiiif. 

Last spring I tried root pruning with 
peach trees In a limned way, the soil 
UJng u very sandy joum, und the re¬ 
sult was so satisfactory that, In plant¬ 
ing my new orchard\ shall reduce all 
lie peach tree roots to inch stubs. It 
is riot necessary to say th(it possibly 
under other conditions than such us 
• xlst ut the KOUthi this system might 
not do so well; Its advantages arc so 
great when it will do that It Is worth 
the while of those w'ho have fruit trees 
to plant to try it hi a small, experi¬ 
mental way. In prun n , the cut should 
be made with a sharp knife, the cut 
sloping frdin the under-flde of the root 
toward Its point, it Is claimed that 
these new roots tend to grow at' near¬ 
ly right angles to the cut surface, or 
downward, w'hlle/tho tree planted with 
whole roots extends Its roots more 
marly In a horizontal line, where 
droutlr can reach them. Besides the 
(h ep< r roots given, It Is further stated 
by those who have tried this plan that 
the trees make a vigorous and uniform 
growlh, and that they are much more 
sure to grow. Wheie the roots are 
clone pruned, the stem should also be 
cut down to about u foot In length. 
When the ground is prepared, the 
planting Is done by simply thrusting 
in if. spade, leaning It forward, drop¬ 
ping in the tree or vine behind It, re¬ 
moving the spade, un l trending down 
the soil flrmly.—Jtidd Price, In Am¬ 
erican Agriculturist.

pipe* or large tllee. It is a matter that 
municipal authorities and other# would 
certainly do well to Investigate. 

The accompanying illustrations give 
an idea of the plan and appearance of 
such work. They represent a concrete 
arch over a small stream in the 
Township of Goefluld, near Kingsville, 
Ont. The work was laid out and su¬ 
perintended by Mr. Isaac Usher of 
Thorold, Ont., who, we understand, Is 
giving hls service# freely in that re¬ 
spect. Queenston cement and course 
gravel were used In the proportions of 
one of the former to four of the lat¬ 
ter. Mr. Usher has written us the fol¬ 
lowing description of how the work 
was done, which will be of service to 
others : 

The foundations for bench and wing 
walls were excavated about three feet 
below the bed of the stream to very 
hard, solid clay, so there Is no danger 
of the scour of the stream undermin¬ 
ing the foundations. The footings for 
bench and wing walls are four feet 
wide and about eighteen inches In 
thlcknew, made of coarse lake gravel 
mixed four parts gravel and one part 
cement. This mixture was well mix¬ 
ed before putting In any water, then 
only enough water used to slight.# 
moisten ; then put In layeis about six 
Inches thick, and rammed solid with 
Iron rammers. When footings founda¬ 
tions were finished then the walls were 
laid out three feet wide In the centre 
of footings and built about four and a 
half feet w ide to the spring line of half 
circle arch, then wooden centres were 
placed in position and covered with 
two by four Inch scantlings, dressed on 
both sides so as to be even In thick¬ 
ness, edges levelled to tit neatly th* 
radius of circles, so when centres wen- 
removed the Inside of arch was abso¬ 
lutely smooth, having a finish alm> «t 
as smooth as a well-plastered wall 
The arch and wing walls were all car¬ 
ried up together. The thickness of 
concrete wing over thr* arch is fifteen 
Inches wide, on each side of arch this 
was done by setting up a fifteen-inch 
plank on edge each side the whole 
length of the arch. The planks were 
firmly braced to the wooden centres 
so the concrete could be firmly ram 
mod. When the planks were Ailed on 
each side, then the wing walls were 
built up to the same height, tin n 
planks were moved on the arch anoth 
cr fifteen inches and filled again a« 
!>efore, until the structure was com¬ 
pleted, leaving the planks, In all cases, 
not less than half a day before mov¬ 
ing them. When the arch was turned, 
the wing and parapet walls on th 
sides were, built up about one '•>< t 
above the arch to retain the earth ami 
gravel over the arch. Th# earth and 
gravel was filled up in the centre about 
one foot above the wing uml paran t 
walls atod sloped neatly to the edge • f 
all walls. All walls were built on th 
Inside next to the earth with a fp'<i 
batter ; that in. sloping about one quar¬ 
ter of an Inch to the foot, raised ; 
that the earth rests on the wall- Di 
no case should back of walls rest <01 
the earth ; If so, the frost will sin - l> 
destroy them, and it is always import¬ 
ant that wing walls should be mad 
strong to protect them against th* 
thrust of the earth when frozen : this 
Is an Important matter, ami Is often 
lost sight of.

*ir. Nikola Tesla, the electrical ex¬ 
pert und Inventor, has recently sug¬ 
gested the possibility of using elec¬ 
tricity as a fertilizing agent for the 
soil.

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<*o«r«l Kj>h<1m mikI Convlrl Labor. 

It Is In the Interest of the men 
themselves as well as of the public 
that criminals undergoing sentence 
should be employed at manual labor, 
says The Toronto World. Such occu¬ 
pation tends to Improve the prisoners 
both, mentally and physically. At the 
same time men convicted of offences 
against the well-being of society are 
the very last Individuals that the pub¬ 
lic should be obliged to support. Pris¬ 
oners convicted of crime should be 
made to earn their own living. That 
would Seem to be an economic axiom. 
An occupation that appears -to be em¬ 
inently suited for prison labor Is that 
of road-making. The principal item 
In the construction of roads Is labor, 
and nine-tenths of It is unskilled la¬ 
bor. which is about the only kind 
that can be utilized to advantage In 
the case of the short-term prisoners 
of the county Jails. The question of 
utilizing the labor of the convicts of 
York County was brought up the other 
day In the York County Council on 
the motion of Councillor Norman that 
the Government be petitioned for leg¬ 
islation permitting the employmnt of 
prison labor on the publie roads. While 
a goodly number of the c ouncillors are 
In favor of the proposal some object 
to It on the ground that the employ¬ 
ment of the prisoners in this way 
will Interfere with free labor. Prison 
labor can be used In constructing and 
Improving the roads without Infring¬ 
ing In the least on free labor. There 
Is enough work to do in the Improve¬ 
ment of our highways to require the 
service* of twice as many men as are 
now engaged on them. Let the pris¬ 
oners be employed to supplement the 
work that Is ordinarily done on the 
public roads. There are seven or eight 
months In the year during which pris¬ 
on labor could be utilized in this way. 
The experiment ought to be tried. 
Gangs of men under competent super¬ 
intendents should be placed at work 
on all the principal roads radiating 
from the city. Jt seems to us that 
such a policy would give us the good 
roads that all classes of the commun¬ 
ity are so anxious to secure.
